Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  es- 
timated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1963,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncol- 
lected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as 
indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected 
and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  sub- 
pect  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of 
verification  notices.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest  forest 
fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.  The  contin- 
ued drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the 
potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable 
forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of  meet- 
ing a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was 
minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  per- 
sonal rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstra- 
tion of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  responsible  for 
local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  serv- 
ices kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the 
general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well 
done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire  years. 
It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public  conscience 
—  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our 
fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 
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1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  within 
the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn  late  in  the  after- 
noon when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your 
fire  and  if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  its  safer.  A  neglected 
back  yard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  a  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a  year 
round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep  matches 
away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire  and  not  make  it  a 
subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New  Hamp- 
shire Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

Article  1 :  Voting  for  School  District  Officers  by  Australian  ballot. 

Article  2:  It  was  voted  not  to  change  salaries  of  school  board  and 
other  officers. 

Article  3:  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  reports  as 
read. 

Article  4.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  leave  the  choice  of 
agents,  auditors,  committees  and  officers  to  the  school  board. 

Article  5.  Motion  was  made  that  the  School  District  raise  and 
appropriate  $60,966.00  for  the  support  of  school,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officers,  auditors  and  agents,  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  any  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  the  state  equalization  fund,  together  with  other  income, 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between 
the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.  It  was  so  voted. 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  enter  into 
tuition  contracts  for  the  school  year  1963-64  with  the  Union  School 
District  of  Keene  at  the  rate  of  five  hundred  thirty  dollars  ($530.00) 
per  pupil  for  high  school  instruction  and  four  hundred  ten  dollars 
($410.00)  per  pupil  for  junior  high  school  instruction,  and  with  the 
Marlboro  School  District  at  the  rate  of  four  hundred  and  forty- nine 
dollars  ($449.00)  per  pupil  for  high  school  instruction  and  two 
hundred  ninety-five  dollars  ($295.00)  per  pupil  for  junior  high 
school  instruction  and  other  approved  schools. 

Article  7:  Motion  was  made  and  voted  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  dis- 
trict, any  or  all  grants  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  which 
may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment or  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Article  8.  It  was  voted  not  to  raise  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars  to  buy  a  new  television  set  for  instructional  purposes  at  the 
Wells  Memorial  School. 
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Article  9.  Motion  was  made  to  discontinue  the  capital  reserve 
fund  which  was  established  in  March  1957,  and  to  authorize  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  pay  any  or  all  monies  in  the  capital 
reserve  funds  to  the  Harrisville  School  District  to  be  used  to  reduce 
the  district  assessment  or  take  any  action  thereon.  It  was  so  voted. 

Article  10.  Motion  was  made  and  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $600.00  to  cover  pupil  cost  expenses  for  grades  five  and  six  at 
Camp  Union  for  the  school  year  1963-64. 

Polls  were  closed  at  9:00  and  recess  was  called  to  count  votes.

The  statistics  outlined  above  are  based  upon  current  infor- 
mation and,  while  they  are  indicative  of  possible  trends,  any  abso- 
lute conclusions  made  regarding  future  enrollments  would  be  a 
precarious  venture.  The  figures  do  not  reflect  the  mobility  of  the 
population  nor  do  they  attempt  to  predict  the  number  who  might 
repeat  a  grade.  Thy  are  rather  a  projection  of  current  census  and 
enrollment  figures. 

Certain  comparisons  regarding  enrollment  can  be  made.  Our 
current  enrollment,  for  example,  shows  a  total  of  115  enrolled  in 
grades  1-12,  eleven  more  than  a  year  ago.  The  elementary  enroll- 
ment increased  by  five  whereas  the  high  school  enrollment  increas- 
ed by  six. 
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Greater  caution  must  be  exercised  in  making  positive  state- 
ments concerning  future  enrollments.  However,  it  appears  now 
that  the  elementary  enrollment  in  1964-65  will  be  somewhat  less 
while  the  secondary  enrollment  will  be  more  than  the  current 
year.  This  will  be  reflected  in  higher  tuition  costs  which  is  further 
affected  by  increased  tuition  rates. 

SCHOOL  FACILITIES:  By  continuing  a  regular  program  of 
maintenance,  the  Wells  Memorial  School  will  continue  to  ac- 
commodate the  elementary  children  in  facilities  which  more  than 
satisfy  modern  standards  of  health  and  safety.  It  is  not  anticipated 
that  additional  space  will  be  required  as  long  as  our  secondary 
(grades  7-12)   pupils   are  being  educated  elsewhere. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM:  In  a  different  section  of  this 
report,  I  referred  to  rising  costs.  As  an  educator  and  an  adminis- 
trator, it  is  often  difficult  to  balance  obvious  opposing  factors  to  a 
degree  which  can  be  justified.  For  it  is  true  that  improved  educa- 
tional services  bring  increased  costs.  As  an  educator,  your  superin- 
tendent is  concerned  with  the  improvement  of  the  education  pro- 
gram. As  an  administrator,  he  is  concerned  with  the  value  received 
for  each  tax  dollar  spent. 

The  program  for  educating  the  young  people  of  Harrisville 
is  a  good  one.  However,  it  is  important  that  we  are  alert  to  any 
forthcoming  educational  or  organizational  changes  in  the  area 
or  the  state  which  might  affect  our  own  program.  I  am  confident 
that  the  citizens  of  Harrisville  and  their  elected  School  Board 
will  support  what  is  best  for  our  youth. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
teachers,  pupils  and  parents,  the  School  Board  and  the  patrons  of 
our  school  for  their  understanding  and  cooperation.
